The English officials iu the far east

Large qoanti 
ties of bacon supplied to the men at 
Camp Merritt were also condemned as 
being unfit for food »nd many of tbe 
•applies furnished tbe troops are o: 
inferior quality. 


Though hundreds of poor needle 


we men have been soliciting employ- 
ment from tbe army contractors it has 
b«en refused them and uniforms for 
tbe volunteers have been made in Chi- 
nese e went bouses in San Francisco 
It is said that several mothers, whose 
sons bad enliated, 
were deuied tbe 


privilege of earning a few dollars task 
ing uniforms foi tbe volunteers, The 
tood furnished by the contractors is in 
many instances as inferior as tbe cloth 
ing and tbe men have to suffer tbat 
contractors and scoundrelly officers 
may fatten.

At the outbreak of tbe insurrection 


Cuba was credited with a population 
Of 1.500,000. Tbe loss by war and tbe 
starvation of 250,000 or 300,000 reoon 
centrados have reduced tbe population 
to about 1,200,000. A still further re 
duction will result from tbe evaoaatioi. 
of the island by the Spanish army anc 
a large number of Spanish sympa 
thlners, who will probably leave wit) 
tbe army, so tbat the population of tht 
Island oiay not exceed 1,000,000, when 
the Spaniards leave. Tbe island 
fertile and contains million* of acres- 
of virgin soil tbat has never been onlti- 
vated. Aa a stable government cannot be 
maintained by the insurgents, who are 
far less numerous than reported before 
war was declared, It will require at 
least 60,000 United States troops to 
maintain order. The presence of these 
troops will encourage emigration from 
tbe United States to the island and in 
• few years American sentiments will 
prevail and Cuba will be demanding 
•dotation as a sovereign state, and who 
will dare to refuse so reasonable a re- 
quest T Co be, will be free as a sover- 
eign state of the American Union and 
that will be the simplest, easiest and 
most logical method of establishing 
aad BMintaioiag » stable government 
on tbe island.

nicvADA WAR CLAIMS. 


How the Bill now In Conference Kfltoots 


the State. 


The bill for the adjustment and pay- 


ment of certain claims against the 
Government of the United States, re- 
ported by Senator teller from the Com- 
mittee on Claims, and passed by both 
Houses of Congress, with 
certain 


amendments by the House in which 
the Senate did not concur, and now 
being considered by a Conference Com- 
mittee of the two bouses, contains 
about 200 printed pages. It ia known 
a» "The Omnibus Bill" as it provides 
for the payment 
of various claims 


which several states have against the 
Government. 


The part of it which particularly con- 


cerns Nevada provides that the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury be and he is di- 
rected and authorized to pay, out of 
any money in the Treasury not other- 
wise appropriated, to the state of Ne- 
vada $404,040.70. This money ia to so 
into the State Treasury to be used for 
state purposes. It ia for payment of 
principle and interest of money ex- 
pended by the State for organizing 
volunteers at the time of the Civil War 
and for money expended by the State 
in tbe White Pine atid fclko Indian 
Wars. 


In addition, the bill also provides for 


the Piute Indiau Claims, that ia claims 
of individuals for losses custiuuftd by 
the depredations ot Indian?, within tbe 
territorial limits of tbe preaent State 
of Nevada in 1860. Tbe claimants 
named in the bill are: Kate Mio', $150;

Since then more recruits have en- 


rolled, but tbe exaot number has not 
been reported. Companies are orden d 
to bring all surplus ordnance and 
Quartermaster stores to Carson and 
Colonel Lord recommends that in jus- 
tice to the taxpayers no more armory 
rent be paid until the battalion returns 
from the war. 


Tne Reno Guards have been ordered

Electric Propulsion of Ships. 


UP to the present electricity has 


scarcely been thought suitable as tbe 
principal motive or propelling power 
for the larger type of vessels. This is 
undoubtedly owing to the fact that for 
a given horsepower a triple or quadruple 
expansion steam engine would take up 
less space aud probably weigh less than 
an electrical installation of equal power 
Storage batteries are out of the question i 
for such uses, although persons not well 
up ui electrical subjects frequently won- 
der why our ocean greyhounds are not 
propelled by gome such method. It may 
interest some of our readers to know 
that a vessel requiring an average of 
10,000 Vinr«Rno\vor to propel ifc across 
the Atlantic, aud displacing 5,001) tons, 
would be obliged to carry, were storage 
batteries alone made use of, 824,480, - 
000 pounds of such batteries, or, in 
other words, the motive power alone 
would weigh 102,240 tons, or 80 times 
as much as tiie ehip. —Electricity.
